That alſo euery one amongſt pou will be dili- 
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and vnitie, to auoyd ali ſcandals, and

dient to their Soueraignes and Magiſtrates, 
and that yee may know that they doe not beare 
the lwoꝛd fox nothing , and in vaine, and that 
pee doe not moue vs to diſpleaſure or indignati⸗ 
on, o2 to ble againſt you the ſtreight and ſbarp 
courſe ofthe Lawe. And hereby you ſball full= 
fill our gracious, and likewiſe finall will, and 
good meaning, which towards you (bpon ſure 
confidence of duetifull acknowledgement and 
obedience)we will be alwayes willing and rea⸗ 
dyto make maniteſt.
